The New Treasury Note Bill. 

The following is the substance of the new 
Treasury Note bill, as agreed upon by the con- 
ference committees of the two Houses, which 
has been passed and signed by the President : 
- The firet section provides for the iseue of $150, 
000.000 of United States notes, not bearing interest, 
peyable’to bearer at the Trdasury, and of euch de- 
nominations as the Secretary of the Treasury may 
deem expedient, provided that no note shall be 
iseued for the fractional part ofa dollar, and not 
more then thirfy-Are millions shall be'of lower 
denomsnations than dollars. 

The remainder of the egction provides for the 
conversion of the notes into whatis known as 


est. The House originally proposed to isene fifty 
millions of small notes. The second section au 
thorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to engrave 
and print the notes in the Lreasary department, if 
he should deem it expedient. 

it is provided fm the third section that of the 
amounte of United States notes authorized by this 
are not less than fifty millions of dollars shail be 
reserved for the purpose of securing prompt pay- 
ment of such deposits when demanded, and «hall 
be isened and used only when, inthe judgment of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, the same, or any part 
thereof, may be needed for that purpose.
